The French Oo rera aant had added the 
proviso that the Vuftl should nake on application through official channels 
for permission to acre to the Kiddle East, containing an imdertakihc that 
the Mufti would nake hirjBelf responsible for the safeguarding of his life 
against any Jewish attempt on it. The Mufti said that he preferred to live 
In the Lebanon onoe foreign troops had been completely withdrawn, and con- 
cluded by requesting Sand Sulh to go to Damascus and Beirut to confer with \ 

the Syrian and Lebanese Governments, and asks the necessary preparations. 

2. Source had a conversation with Khalid Farkh on 19 April 191*6, just before 
the latter departed for Damascus with regard to the Muftis return. As the 
evacuation of foreign troops from Syria had already been completed, Khalid 
farkh was going to Damascus to find out whether the Syrian Government would 
agree to the residence of the Mufti in Syria, at least until the vltixirawal 
of forslpi troops from the Lebanon. 

3* 'Iaaat Direasahjfu'ayn and Akrao Zuaytar have now also come to 

Damascus, where they are reported to hare urged the Syrian Government to 
facilitate the Mufti's return. They are also hoping to obtain from the 
Palestine authorities permission for th— salves to return to Palestine.
